(Daily Press, 2nd Augast.) 
- Phat latest acquired of Great Britain's 
colonies, Weihaiwei, seems to be suffering, 
like the Kowloon New Territory from a want 
of energy and enterprise in the administra- 
tion, The fault, asin our own case, lies 
originally and mainly with the home Go- 
yernment, who will not allow a loan to be | 
issued for the development of the Kowloon 
Territory, and who, at Weihaiwei, seem to 
restrict the occupation of the place as much 
as possible to the establishment’ of a garri- 
gon on the island of Luikungtao. A vote 
has been granted by Parliament for the 
maintenance of a small garrison and for the 
construction of such fortifications as appear 
to be absolutely necessary, but beyond this 
British ‘interest in this new Ultima’ Thule 
of the Empire seems to languish. There is 
not even a British Post Office in the colony, 
gnd the resi’ents ure almost entirely depen- 
dent upon the Chinese Imperial Post, which 
carries the bulk of its correspondence. 
Burely there might be a branch of the 
Hongkong Post Office estublished in this 
new possession if it is impracticable to open 
a local office. Then, as to means of con- 
munication until some enterprising stenn- 
ship Company can be got to call at Weihai- 
wei, the storeship Humber might be sent 
there with a certain amount of regularity, 
and carry the mails on from Hongkong und 
back again. Efforts should also be made to 
open up some trade in produce, and this 
surely might be accomplished even if it 
wore done partly at the expense of Chefoo, 
As a free port Weihaiwei should posseas 
several advantages over the adjacent Treaty 
Port, aud if once ships can be got to call 
there it should not be so very . ifficult to 
attract a measure of the Shantung export 
trade thither. The beginnings of trade in 
Hongkong were very insignificant, and it 
was years before the Colony really began 
to flourish, Tndeed, Mr. MonraomEry 
Martin made a report upon its proeee 
in most lugubrious vein, and ended up by 
strongly recommending the abandonment 
of the island altogether. It is fortunnte 
that this advice, most earnestly given, was 
not accepted. The position of Weihaiwei, 
from a commercial point of view, cannot be 
compared to that of Hongkong, but there 
is no reason to doubt that, if fair play be 
given to it, the northern port may in time. 
Attract to itself some trade. This can never 
happen, however, unless and until the port 
is fircagit into regular communication with 
the rest of the world. ‘If, for instunce, the 
P. and O. steamers carrying the maila to 
Japan could be subsidised to call in nt 
Weibaiwei with mails, in all probability. 
cargo would soon follow. Let communica- 
tion only be first established aud we believe 


that trade would quickly succeed, It will 


be argued, no. doubt, by the British Gov- 
ernment that this subsidy would not piy ; 
that the results would be so small that 
it would not be worth while; but is 
this really the fact? Other nations find 
that it pays to subsidise steamship lines 
to open communications where they do not. 
exist, and why should it nov. prove ulti- 
mately remunerative. At present, the 
British Government is not in the mood to 
sow seed that another administration ‘may 
reap the harvest, which is a pity. It is, of 
couse, quite possible that Lord SaLisBury 
and Mr. CHAMBERLAIN omy not, feel suf- 
ficiently clear.as to the future of Weihaiwei, 
that they may still bein doubt as to the 
permanence of the British occupation of the 
stronghold so lately vacated by the Japa-

When, however, 
it fell to his lot to deal with the ques- 
tion a8 Acting Governor, to disregard 
rhodomontade in the ultra-patriotic key 
and luok at the question from a plain 
common-sense business standpoint, he 
found that the Customs agency was a 
necessity, not only trom the Chinese point 
of view, with which he had nothing to do, 
but from the point of view of Hongkony’s 
commercial interests. His Excellency re- 
commended therefore that the Chinese 
Government should be permitted to have 
an agency inthe colony of a purely mer- 
cantile character for the purpose of issuing 
opium certificates. Subsequently His Ex- 


cellency varied his recommendation some-. 


what and suggested that the Harbour 
Master should send every evening to the 
Customs a return of all opium shipped and 
whither bound, upon which the Customs 
could arrange for the collection of duty 
upon this amount of opium at. the port of 
destinatiun, Both schemes imply a recoy- 
nition of the Customs Service and a certain 
Amount of co-operation therewith. It-is true 
General Buack also recommended that the 
Customs should have nothing to do with 
any other kind of goods than opium, but 
as to that we should say that if we are to 
have the Customs at all it would be well 
to make the fullest use possible of them for 
the facilitation of trade in articles of all 
descriptions. There is a poputar supersti- 
tion that the function of the Customs is to 
“ prey” upon the tru le of the colony, but 
that of course is mere nonsense when it is 
the Foreign and not the Native Customs 
that are in question. Their function is to

Ormsby, and two press representatives, and 
after an exceedingly pleasant run, the weather 
being charming, reached Taipohn at half-past 
eleven. 

It was seen at once that every preparation 
had been made for the reception of the Cover- 
nor, whose appearance was eagerly awaited by 
the elders and a large number of villagers. No 
one could avoid being struck with the change 
which has come over the district in less than four 
short months. It waa only in April that what 
threatened to become a uot inconsiderable rebel- 
lion broke out. Now the famous Flagstaff Hill, 
on which Captain Superintendent May and his 
men fought for their lives on the afternoon of 
Saturday, April 15th, bas its summit crowned 
with an uncompleted building which is to serve 
as the official quarters. On another hil! close 
by is a neat little mat-shed which has been put 
up for the accommodation of His Excellenuy 
when he chooses to spend a day or two in the 
neighbourhood; and on adjoining emin- 
ences are a large mat-shed, doing daty as the 
official quarters and a small one in which the 
policefare ensconced. Good paths from tha shore 
to the erections have heen made and also a long 
temporary pier. 

His Excellency and his party. which included 
Lady Blake and Miss Blake. the Countess of 
Huntingdon, Commodore Powell, Mrs.and Miss. 
Powell, and Viseount Suirdale. came in H.M.S. 
Pigmy their arrival, at about 12 o'clock, being 
heralded by the letting off of crackers innumer- 
able and the quaint music of a couple of Chinese 
bands, whuse musical instruments, judging 
from the noise they made, consisted chiefly of 
particularly sonorous gongs, In the meantime 
the Hon. J. H. Stewart Lockhart (Colonial 
Secretary), in full uniform, descended from 
the official quarters to a pavilion below, in 
front of which were the elders and about 60 
numbers of the Hongkong Regiment. Here 
he awaited His Excellency, whom the troops 
received with a Royal Salute. On His Excel- 
lency taking his seat the elders respectfully 
“kowtowed.” : ; 

His Excuniency (the Hon. J. H. Stewart 
Lockhart translating) then said—Now that 
this territory has been divided into districts and 
the sub-district committeemen have been 
selected from the elders and gentry I wish to 
meet you and to explain to you the principles 
upon which the government of this portion of 
the colony of Hongkong will be conducted. I 
desire that you who have been officially ap- 
pointed shal co-operate with the Government 
in regulating the local affairs of your villages 
so that the people shall enjoy security and that 
there shall be no disorder. The Government 
has appointed officials who will advise you as to 
sanitary improvements in the villages so that 
the health of the people may be preserved, for 
England wishes that all Her 
Majesty’s subjects shall be healthy and pros- 
perous. In giving you the position of 
Uommitteemen 1 rely upon you to discharge 
your duties in a faithful and upright manner 
and would cal your attention to the fact that 
one of our most stringent laws is that if as 
much as one cash is taken from the people 
except the rates and taxes levied - under 
authority the ee extorting it will be 
rigorously punished by fine and imprisonment 
and be dismissed in didgrace from_his position. 
I wish to interfere as little as possible with your 
good customs, but there is oae principle of Bri- 
tish law that must be observed. Allpunishment 
for injuries must be infliote:l by the appointed an- 
thority under the law. Therefore in case of in- 
jury the proper anthority must be appealed to 
and the punishment must not be undertaken by 
private individuals. The time has now come 
when all occupiers of land must ‘register their 
titles with the Land Officer When application 
is made giving the exact area of land occupied, 
a notice will be posted in-the village 80 that if 
another ¢laims the land he ¢an apply to the Laue 
Officer, when the claims will be considered by 
the Land Court.

Inch robberies shall be put down and that 
saw abiding and peaceable people shall 
enjoy security that has hitherto been denied 
them.

His Lordship addressing thejury, said :—Gen- 
tleman, I am sorry to say that this morning 
I have received a medical certificate from 
Dr. Hartigan, which I will read to you. It 
says, “I certify that Mr. Francis, Q.C., is still 
very weak and is now suffering from fever. It 
is quite impossible for him to go down to the 
court.

HIS EXCELLENCY GOES TO TAIPOHU. 

His Excellency the Govnznor—Before we 
adjourn I want to tell you that on Wednesday 
I propose to go to Taipohu to meet the com- 
mitteemen who have been appointed under the 
Ordinance which was passed some months ago. 
I need hardly tell you that from that time until 
now the Colonial Secretary has been busily eng- 
aged in going over the New Territory and divid- 
ing outthe districts.

= Downing Street, 23rd June, 1899. 

Sir,—I have the hononr to acknowledge the 
receipt of your despatch No. 107 of the 28th 
April and its enclosures in which you have 
given me some further details of the recent 
disturbances in connection with the taking over 
of the New Territory.

Tn consequence of the robberies and piracies 
ap country in Kwaugtung, the silk merchants 
in Canton are afraid they will be unable to meet 
their ‘engagements. The silk producers are 
threatexied and blackmailed by the lawless 
pirates (who now run riot unchecked through 
the'Two Kwang) to such an extent that they 
are unable to send the silk down for fear either 
that it shonld be captnred{or the money paid for 
it seized on its way up country. The foreign 
merchants at Canton, in view of the serious 
position of affairs, have, through their Consuls, 
represented the condition of affairs to the For- 
oe Ministers at Peking.

PIRATICAL RAIDS. IN THE COLON 
AND THROUGHOUTIK WANGTUNG 


TO ‘THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY PRESS.” 

S1z,—There is much to ve learned by analytical 
reflection over the continual reports of piracy 
in the Colony and the neighbouring Chinese 
provinces, especially in Kwangtuug, which more 
nearly affects the trade of Hongkong, To be- 
giv with the colony itself: the first view which 
might be taken by a superficial review would be 
that all these raids have arisen as a consequence 
of the transfer of authority in Sunon District, 
or to be more exact the two thirds of the Sunon 
District which our forethoughtless Government 
has ‘confined their control to, from the 
control of the Chinese officials to that of Great 
Britain, and there are not wanting Britishers 
even, of that very minute body who are in- 
terested in the continuance of the stutus quo, 
however bad tht state may be, so long as they 
find seme personal advantage in it, who will 
persuade themselves and the public that the 
ram pant state of piracy is due to the withdrawal 
of Chinese official supervision. The real fact is, 
however, that the armed robberies we hear 
of so much, now that our police are suppressing 
them: and tracing the perpetrators, are a proof 
of the disorderly character of the district as it 
has ‘been under Chinese administration. 
‘Hongkong itself was thirty or more years ago, 
or even atx more recent date, the scene of many 
such ‘piratical raids, which only-became less fre- 
quent as the raiders fonnd that the gamd did 
not pay, being attended with too much risk. 
We may look to the time in the near futuro, if 
the potice continue their very successful cam- 
paign against these undesirable characters, 
when they will again find it unprofitable to piv. 
their trade in territory covered by the Union 
Jack. Asa by-thought it may be uaid that the 
police are entirely dependent on the #ative de- 
tective branch of that usefal arm of the law in 
tracing and arresting the perpetrators of these 
raids and the very commendable energy and 
succeas displayed is a distinct contrast to their 
total want of sucogss in tracing and arrest- 
ilty of das.

A paragraph appears in the Ostasiatische 
Lloyd of the 22nd July explaining that’ the 
proceedings at the inauguration of the Chinese 
Custom-house at Tsintau possessed no official 
significance. The Commissioner half-¢n-hour 
before the opening invited the Governor and a 
few others officials and their wives to drink’ a 
glass of wine with him, and a few accepted the 
invitation. It seems to have been thought 


later that the impromptu was not of an alto-. 


gether happy description, and that in particular 
the flag-hoisting miht have been omitted. For 
the rest, as onr contemporary is informed, the 
affair possessed no official character so far as 
Germany wus concerned, us has since been re- 
presented by the Eng'i-h.

His Worship was about to impose a fine of $20 
when defendant said he wished to call witnesses, 
and the case was accordingly adjoured. 

The water police made another seizure of 
arms on 27th July and the delinquents were 
brought before Mr. Gompertz at the Magistracy 
on the 28th July Defendents were in a 
boat off West Point, and on a Chinese constable 
searching the boat he found in it 46 ‘rifles, 50 
revolvers, and 900 rounds of ammunition.

At midnight on the 10th July {hrea houses 
were broken into at the village of Kutong, which 
is near to the uttermost station in the new 
territory, aud some $70 stolen.
